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TRUSTEES  REPORT 


To  Ellen  C.  Potter,  M.D.,  Secretary  of  Welfare. 

Madam : — We,  the  Trustees  of  the  Torrance  State  Hos- 
pital, present  the  Report  for  the  Biennium  ending  May  31, 
1926. 

The  following  changes  in  the  personnel  of  this  Board 
occurred  during  that  period : Mr.  Charles  L.  Snowdon  of 

Brownsville,  finding  the  demand  on  his  time,  of  other  duties, 
prevented  him  from  attending  to  the  affairs  of  this  hospital, 
resigned  from  the  Board.  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  ap- 
pointed to  this  vacancy,  Mr.  Vernon  P.  Taylor  of  Indiana. 
The  expiration  of  the  appointments  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Yealy  of 
Blairsville  and  Doctor  Frances  McDowell  Wallace  of  Pitts- 
burgh made  two  vacancies  on  the  board.  Mr.  John  A.  Stokes 
of  Blairsville  was  appointed  to  one  of  these,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  biennium  there  are  eight  members  on  the  Board. 

Much  has  been  heard  during  the  past  few  days  as  to  the 
budget  method  of  handling  public  and  private  business,  and 
during  the  past  two  years  the  affairs  of  the  Torrance  State 
Hospital  have  been  arranged  to  operate  under  a budget, 
planned  for  each  year  of  the  biennium.  It  has  brought  up 
some  expected  problems,  and  some  that  had  not  been  antici- 
pated, but  should  soon  operate  smoothly.  The  greatest  prob- 
lem of  this  hospital,  with  its  small  population,  has  been,  to 
maintain  an  acceptable  standard  of  care  and  treatment  on 
the  per  capita  allowance  received. 

Progress  in  the  construction  work  lias  been  made  to  the 
extent  that  a ward  building  for  three  hundred  and  twelve 
patients  and  twenty-three  employes  has  been  completed  and 
occupied  by  one  hundred  women  patients.  This  is  a well 
planned  building,  constructed  of  brick  and  is  serving  well 
its  intended  purpose.  All  the  brick  and  quarry  tile  entering 
into  its  construction  were  manufactured  at  the  hospital  brick 
plant,  and  all  the  common  labor  was  done  by  the  men  patients. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building,  furnished  and  ready  for  occu 
pancy,  was  $330,535.63  and  the  cubical  contents  was  852,642 
eu.  ft.  making  the  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  $986.67  per 
bed  or  $0,387  per  cubic  foot. 

A twelve  inch  cast  iron  water  main  has  been  laid  from 
the  mountain  stream  to  the  service  reservoir,  a distance  of 
three  miles  and  two  thousand  feet.  There  is  now  being  de- 


livered,  by  gravity,  through  this  channel  a splendid  stream 
of  mountain  water,  with  a pressure  gauged  at  112  pounds. 
We  wish  to  comment  on  this  installation  briefly,  as  to  us,  it 
seems  an  achievement  worthy  of  mention,  aside  from  the 
great  benefit  an  adequate  supply  of  good  water,  is  to  the  hos- 
pital. The  line  was  laid  over  one-third  of  the  distance  in 
rough  mountain  land ; the  excavating  requiring  much  blast- 
ing. The  deepest  cuts  being  eleven  feet,  and  in  all  about  5,475 
cubic  yards  of  stone  and  earth  were  removed.  Thirty  one 
cars  of  cast  iron  pipe  and  fittings  were  used,  weighing  over 
one  thousand  tons,  and  costing  over  $63,000.00.  The  ex- 
cavating and  installing  of  the  pipe  was  done  by  sixty-eight  pa- 
tients, two  attendants  and  one  mechanic.  The  work  started 
in  the  Spring  and  finished  October  15,  1924.  The  labor 
payroll,  including  the  wages  of  the  mechanic  was  $2,231.25. 
During  the  construction  period  the  noon  meal  was  served 
along  the  right  of  way  in  the  woods,  the  patients  only  re- 
turning to  the  wards  at  night,  and  necessarily  there  was 
much  freedom,  but  during  the  entire  time  there  was  no 
escapes,  and  no  injuries  or  acute  illness. 

A contract  awarded  to  the  M.  \Y.  Kellogg  Company  for 
the  erection  of  a power  house  chimney,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  feet  high,  eleven  foot  inside  diameter  at  the  top 
and  nineteen  and  one-half  feet  outside  diameter  at  the  bot- 
tom, for  the  sum  of  $6,151.16.  The  concrete  base  was  con- 
structed by  the  hospital  and  the  radial  brick  used  in  the 
chimney  were  manufactured  in  the  hospital  brick  plant.  The 
work  was  completed  early  in  October  1925.  This  chimney 
should  amply  meet  the  needs  of  the  hospital  at  its  contempla- 
ted expansion.  A five  hundred  horse  power  Sterling  boiler  has 
been  installed  by  the  Babcock  and  Wilcox  Company,  as  one 
unit  of  a contemplated  battery  of  seven  boilers. 

A new  dairy  barn  has  been  erected  by  the  Hospital,  at 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Property  and  Supplies 
to  replace  the  Douglas  Barn  destroyed  by  fire.  This  barn 
will  house  forty  cows  with  ample  loft  room  for  forage  and 
the  total  cost  was  $6,672.86. 

Plans  are  now  under  way  to  abandon  the  old  Frame 
Dormitory  as  a place  for  housing  patients.  We  are  pleased 
indeed  that  this  has  finally  been  brought  about,  as  it  wiill  re- 
move a serious  fire  hazard  at  the  hospital. 
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It  has  been  the  feeling  of  this  Board,  that  Construction 
work  could  be  accomplished  much  more  rapidly,  in  accord 
with  the  apparent  urgent  need  throughout  the  State  for 
more  hospital  space,  and  with  this  in  view,  a construction 
budget  has  been  prepared  and  presented,  at  each  session  of 
the  Legislature  looking  forward  to  the  rapid  development 
of  the  Torrance  State  Hospital.  We  regret  very  much  that 
the  funds  available  have  been  limited  to  such  an  extent  to 
make  building  proceed  so  slowly. 

If  this  Hospital  is  to  render  the  district  a service  that 
will  in  any  way  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  the  mentally  ill,  our 
building  program  should  be  developed  more  vigorously. 
With  this  in  view,  we  are  preparing  a Construction  Budget 
for  1927-1929  providing  for  the  completion  of  the  Psychiatric 
Building,  now  under  construction;  completing  the  Service 
Reservoir;  Construction  of  a seAvage  disposal  plant;  Erec- 
tion and  equipping  a Laundry  Building  ; Erection  of  Power 
house,  Installing  tAvo  500  horse  power  boilers,  steam  lines  and 
tunnels;  Construction  of  Railroad  Siding;  Erection  of  Em- 
ployes building;  Erection  of  tAvo  ward  buildings  Avith  pa- 
tient bed  capacity  of  312  each;  Erection  of  Kitchen  and  Din- 
ing Room;  Erection  of  Storeroom  and  Bakery,  Auditorium, 
Administration  building ; Superintendent ’s  residence  and 
Greenhouse,  as  Avell  as  the  construction  of  roads  and  Avalks. 

There  is  also  several  tracts  of  land  in  the  Avater  shed 
area  that  should  be  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
Avealth  and  two  small  tracts  within  the  farm  land  n.OAV  OAvned 
by  the  hospital. 

The  members  of  this  Board  feel  the  responsibility  ac- 
companying such  an  operation,  but  firmly  believe  prompt- 
ness in  building  Avill  not  only  bring  the  needed  hospital 
service  to  the  State  in  a short  time,  but  also  Avill  be  in  the 
interest  of  economy. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  attached  to  this 
communication.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: — 

Gentlemen: — In  accord  with  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Board,  I,  respectfully  submit  this  sixth  report  of  the  Tor- 
rance State  Hospital  for  the  biennium  ending  May  31,  1926. 

Changes  in  Population 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  hospital  Register  at  the 
beginning  of  the  period,  June  1,  1924,  was  309,  with  12 
patients  on  parole.  48  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
biennium  on  direct  commitment  and  120  were  admitted  by 
transfer  from  other  Mental  Hospitals.  One  patient  was 
discharged  and  taken  to  his  home  in  a foreign  country,  17 
were  discharged  while  at  their  homes  and  4 were  discharged 
and  taken  to  the  United  States  Veteran’s  Hospital.  34  died 
during  the  biennium.  The  average  daily  number  actually 
in  the  hospital  was  295.16  and  the  average  daily  number  on 
visit  was  23.  There  was  a daily  average  of  188.9  patients 
usefully  employed  for  the  period,  or  63.48%  of  the  average 
daily  population.  At  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  register 
showed  421  (321  men  and  100  women)  of  these  409  in  the 
hospital  and  12  on  parole. 

Medical  Administration 

The  class  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  have  been 
chiefly  transfers  from  other  hospitals,  until  the  present  bi- 
ennium. Some  having  had  a hospital  residence  of  several 
months  to  years  before  they  came  to  ns.  The  object  of  this 
being  to  have  their  assistance  during  the  construction  period, 
and  the  study  of  these,  lias  been  the  work  of  the  Assistant 
Physician,  who  lias  made  clinical  notes  as  to  thir  condition 
and  at  times  revising  the  diagnosis.  With  the  coming  of 
direct  commitments,  lias  been  added  the  problems  of  treating 
acute  mental  illnesses.  We  received  these  patients  from  the 
immediately  surrounding  districts  and  this  lias  been  of  much 
assistance  to  the  communities,  that  have  found  it  difficult  to 
secure  admissions  to  a mental  hospital  of  the  patients  need- 
ing hospital  treatment.  The  routine  urine  examinations  have 
been  made  at  the  hospital  and  the  State  Department  of  Health 
has  kindly  assisted  us  in  making  Wassermann  examinations  of 
the  blood  of  all  patients,  and  the  examinations  of  the  Spinal 
Fluid  in  selected  cases.  The  Westmoreland  County  Medical 
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Society  met  at  the  hospital  on  October  23,  1922  with  Doctor 
William  C.  Sandy,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mental  Health 
and  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  furnishing  the  pro- 
gram. An  attempt  was  made  to  outline  the  State  Program 
in  the  care  of  the  mental  patients  and  the  purpose  and  de- 
velopment of  this  hospital.  Seventy-eight  persons  regis- 
tered attendance  at  this  meeting.  We  trust  this  meeting 
may  be  the  beginning  of  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
hospital  by  the  local  physicians  and  Welfare  Workers. 

Dental  Work 

In  January  1925  the  services  of  Doctor  D.  L.  Young 
were  secured  as  part  time  dentist.  He  has  made  examina- 
tions of  all  patients;  a card  index  of  their  dental  needs  has 
been  placed  on  file,  and  the  work  is  being  done  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  At  the  end  of  the  biennium  557  extractions  have 
been  made.  37  fillings  and  50  treatments  have  been  attend- 
ed to.  3 artificial  dentures  and  2 gold  bridges. 

This  work  was  greatly  needed  and  will  add  much  to 
the  health  and  comfort  of  our  patients. 

Welfare  Clinics 

The  Clinic  held  at  Uniontown,  Fayette  County,  once  each 
month  was  started  November  17,  1922  and  continues  under 
the  direction  of  a member  of  the  Medical  Staff.  A simlar 
Clinic  was  opened  at  Indiana,  Indiana  County,  June  1,  1925. 
One  benefit  observed  from  these  clinics  is  the  better  under- 
standing between  the  hospital  and  those  we  are  trying  to 
serve. 

Construction 

The  most  satisfactory  construction  work  of  the  bien- 
nium has  been  the  laying  of  the  water  main  from  Shirey  Run 
to  the  Service  Reservoir.  The  right  of  way  was  secured  and 
the  line  laid  to  a point  well  above  the  1400  foot  elevation 
level  on  the  stream  and  a small  crib  installed  for  an  intake. 
At  the  point  where  the  main  crosses  Gray’s  (or  Bridges) 
Run  and  at  Hamnett  (or  Tannery)  Run,  tees  and  valves  were 
placed,  in  accord  with  the  original  plans,  so  water  from 
these  streams  could  be  carried  to  the  service  reservoir.  A 
few  leaks  were  found  in  the  line  due  to  broken  pipe,  but 
these  have  been  replaced  and  the  service  is  operating  well. 
The  next  steps  in  the  development  of  the  water  system  will 
be  the  completion  of  the  Service  Reservoir  and  construction 
of  impounding  dams  on  the  streams. 
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The  completion  of  the  Ward  Building  (John  M.  Jamison 
Cottage),  the  building  of  the  power  house  chimney  and  in- 
stalling one  boiler,  has  made  some  showing  toward  the  devel- 
opment of  the  permanent  hospital  plant.  The  last  Legislature, 
in  accord  with  the  budget,  passed  an  Act  (38-A)  appropriat- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital  the  sum  of 
$310,000.00  for  the  completion  of  several  construction  items, 
as  well  as  the  erection  of  another  ward  building.  This  Act 
was  approved  by  the  Governor  April  10,  1925. 

In  planning  the  new  building  we  should  prepare  to  meet 
the  problems  that  arise  from  the  admission  and  treatment  of 
acute  mental  patients.  The  room  arrangement  should  be 
such  to  afford  the  best  classification  of  the  patients  admitted. 
The  examining,  treatment  and  staff  rooms  so  placed  and 
equipped  that  the  standard  of  treatment  provided  will  be 
equal  to  that  afforded  in  a first  class  general  hospital.  In 
this  way  the  Torrance  State  Hospital  can  give  the  highest 
type  of  service  to  this  district. 

Farm 

The  work  on  the  farm  has  progressed  well.  The  con- 
dition of  the  farm,  dairy,  garden,  chickery  and  piggery  is 
quite  pleasing.  Bovine  tuberculosis  has  never  been  found  in 
our  herd,  hog  cholera  which  appeared  once  was  controlled 
without  any  serious  loss  and  the  stock  compares  well  with 
the  best  through  this  section  of  the  State. 

The  farm  work  has  been  kept  well  in  hand  by  the  use 
of  two  tractors,  run  on  double  shifts  during  April  and  May. 
The  fields  being  placed  in  good  condition  and  the  crops 
planted  at  the  proper  time.  We  should  now  begin  to  secure 
returns  from  the  re-arrangement  of  the  fields,  rotation  of 
crops  and  drainage  which  have  been  done  to  secure  the  re- 
sults desired. 

Coursin  Cottage  at  the  Chickery  has  been  repaired  and 
a group  of  fifteen  male  patients  housed  there.  They  assist 
with  the  work  about  the  chickery  and  the  grounds.  This 
group  live  there  with  as  near  home  like  environment  as 
possible,  and  very  little  restriction  such  as  locked  doors 
and  windows. 

Religious  Services,  Entertainments  and  Acknowledgements 

Religious  Services  have  been  held  each  Sabbath  after- 
noon at  Wilbur  Graff  Cottage  with  an  average  attendance 
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of  109.5.  The  Ministers  of  Blairsville  continue  to  alternate 
in  conducting'  the  services.  Motion  Picture  entertainments 
have  been  held  each  Wednesday  evening  in  the  Main  Dorm- 
itory with  an  average  attendance  of  215.1.  The  number 
attending  the  entertainments  and  the  religious  services  can 
be  materially  increased  as  soon  as  a suitable  Assembly  Hall 
can  be  provided. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  a Christmas  treat  for  our  pa- 
tients, arranged  by  Mrs.  W.  B.  Claney  and  the  ladies  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  in  the  form  of  candy  and  nuts.  Also  a 
musical  entertainment  by  Rev.  J.  Norman  Hunter  and  the 
Symphony  Orchestra. 

Magazines  and  periodicals  have  been  furnished  by  Miss 
Margaret  Ray;  Mrs.  P.  B.  Andre  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Shelpey. 
The  Johnstown  Daily  Tribune  has  been  furnished  by  Mr. 
John  D.  Walker.  Mention  should  be  made  of  the  splendid 
interest  shown  by  the  Council  of  Jewish  Women  of  Indiana, 
in  the  patients  of  the  Jewish  faith,  who  have  been  commtted 
to  this  hospital. 

Conclusions 

In  concluding  this  report  at  the  close  of  a two  year 
period,  we  think  of  many  unfinished  things  that  we  would 
be  pleased  to  have  seen  completed.  We  look  forward  to  the 
next  biennium  with  the  hope  that  these  uncompleted  tasks 
and  many  others,  may  be  fully  realized.  The  building  pro- 
gram for  the  future  is  too  large  a subject  to  take  up  in  this 
brief  report,  and  is  one  that  we  have  studied  and  discussed 
together  many  times,  in  preparing  our  budget  for  presen- 
tation to  the  Department  of  Welfare. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  are  attached  to  this  report. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  this 
Board  for  your  continued  support.
